PHENIX PARK. 


First Act in*the Drama of 
Expiation at Dublin, 
lreland. 


Execution of Joseph Brady at 
Eight O’Clock Yesterday 
Morning. 


His Was the Hand That Slew 
the Bearer of Good 
Tidings. 


A Throng Numbering One Hundred 
Thousand Persons Waited Out- 
side the Jail, 


When the Black Flag Was Run Up the 
Multitude Stood Uncovered— The 
Mother. 


An Account of the Apprehension, 
Trial, Conviction, and Sentence 
of the Bloody Assasin. 


JOSPPH BRADY: 
HE DIES FIRM, PROVING THAT ALL IRISH- 
MEN ARE NOT INFORMERS. 

DUBLIN, May 14.—[Special Cabie.}—At8 o'clock 
this morning Joseph Brady oxpiated his double 
crime on the scaffold in Kilmainbam Jail. 

As early as hait-past 6 people began to gather 
outside the prisonswalis. Fully 4,000 persons, 
consisting principally of young men of the 
san and shopkeeping classes, gathered on 
roadway adjoining the jail awaiting anxiously 
for the hoisting of the black flag, which was to 
indicate to the outer world the fall of the drop. 

Ne one was allowed to stand in front of the 
jail. 

A strong force of Grenadier Guards was sta- 
tioned at the entrance to the Royai Hospital, 
opposit the prisoy. The court-house was 
crammed with soldiers and seutries paced every 
footof the ground around the prison-wallis, 
while the roadways were kept clear by large 
bodies of police, who firmly, but respectfully 
and with great regard for the feelings of the 
people, discharged their duties. 

There could be no doubt about the sympathies 
of the masses. There was no levity, no rude 
borseplay. Peopie talked in whispers, commis- 
erating the man who was about to die. 

As8o’clock approached the suppressed ex- 
citement was intense. Every one stood still and 
gazed in a sortof horrible fascination on the 
tiagstaff. 

As the clock struck § the cord was tightened 
around the nec of the unfortunate man within 
the jail. and before the last stroke the death- 
embiem was fluttering in the breeze. 

A loud murmur ran through the crowd; hats 
were olf in an instant; many went down on their 
knees in the roadway, and others devoutly 
crossed themselves and uttered prayers for the 
repose of Brady’s soul. 

The sun, a few moments afterward, shone out 
in summer splendor, and in less than half an 
hour the large crowd had dispersed. 

Long and dreary waiting now ensued with the 
few who remained before any tidings could be 
gained from inside the jail. 

Wardens and officials came and went, but their 
mouths were sealed. 

It seems that orders were given that not a 
single word of information was to be imparted. 
No reporter was to see or hear more than could 
be picked up at the inquest. 

This policy may be according to law, but it 
was not wise.in the present state of public feel- 
ing. It is clearly an acknowledgment of the in- 
timidation of a hostile press. 

RECITAL OF THE EXECUTION. 

Your correspondeat interviewed Dr. Carte 
Jr., who was present at the execution as a med- 
ical officer, and elicited the following details: 
Brady retired early to rest Sunday night and 
rose ut 4 this morning. 

He was rather depressed for about an hour, 
but he soon recovered his usual spirits. 

After writing a letter to his mother, in which 
he bade har farewell and asked her to pray ear- 
nestly for him, be partook of a small breakfast, 
and shortly before 7, accompanted by Canon 
Kennedy and Father O'Reilly, repaired to the 
chapel, where he confessed to his spiritual di- 
rector and received the last rites of the church. 
At seven minutes to 8 the doomed man and his 
spiritual advisers left the chapel. 

In the hall outside Marwood was waiting with 
the officiais who were to take part in the melan- 
choly procession to the scaffold. 

Brady submitted quietly to the process of pin- 
ioning. 

Hoiding a prayer-book in his right hand, he 
earnestly repeated the responses. 

The distance to the foot of the scaffold was 100 
yards, and this was traversed siowly. 

The Governor of the jail led the way, the 
medical offider and the principal Warder fol- 
lowed, and then came the prisoner and Canon 
Kennedy, Marwood, Sub-Sberiff Ormsby, and 
three Wardérs bringing up the rear. \ 

At the foot of the ecaffold Brady turned to 
the Warder and said: “Take the book.” He 
never uttered another word, but slowly, deliber- 
ately, without apparent falter, mounted the 
eight steps leading to the drop, Canon Kennedy 
keeping by bis side, and Marwood, with the leg- 
straps in his hand. 

A moment more and he stood on the fatal 
plank. 

Only when Marwood went to place the noose 
round his neck did he flinch. He jerked his head 
suddeuly on one side, but recovered himseif in a 
second. v 

Exactly on the stroke of 8 Marwood touched 
tho lever. 

Death was instantaneous, the vertebre of the 
neck, as Dr. Carte said, being literally smashed 
to pieced. The length of the drop being eight 


beet ele yen inches, the effect of this on the neck 


of a man who weighed fourteen stone can easily 
be imagined. 

The body, after hanging the legal hour, was 
cut down and laid on a rude bench beside the 
small scaffold to await the post-mortem view of 
the jury. it was attired in the clothes in which 
Brady was arrested—small round jacket, dark 
trousers, vest, and woolen shirt. He was in his 
stocking feet, boots, by Marwvood's advice, not 
being allowed. 

THE INQUEST. 

The inquest was held in a smail arched room 
close to the yard in which the scaffold was 
erected. 

The proceedings did not commence till 10, 
when fifteen jurymen were sworn and filed out 
to lock at the body with its blackened face. 

The coffin was ready, and the jury had no 
sooner given their verdigt than the remains of 
the murderer of Thomas H. Burke and Lord 
Frederick Cavendish were placed in thé grave 
dug not far from the scaffold. 

The only evidence at the inquest was that of 
the doctor and the Chief Warder. 

The verdict was, of course, death from the 
severence of the spinal cord, caused by hanging 
according to the sentence ot the law. é 

- Marwood in a brief interview with your re- 

r stated that he never hanged a criminal 
who gave him less trouble or anxiety or dis- 
played a calmer or more unflinching front. 

There is very little excitement in the city. 

This being Whit- Monday all the lower classes 
have a holiday, and thousands are away in the 
country on excursions. 

A mock funeral which was projected for this 
afternoon has been probivited by the police, and 
is abandoned. Up to this hour the lith of May, 
which was looked forward to with great anxiety 
by the authorities, has passed off without a sin- 
gie untoward event.

[While the confession of Micanel Kavanagh, 
the driver of the jaunting-car, furnished the 
English Government with the ‘rst definit in- 
formation touching the identity of the Phenix 
Park murderers, the story told by James Carey 
presents with striking minuteness the details 
of the tragedy. Kavanagh io his journeyings to 
and fro with the Invincibles gathered that the 
conspiracy was primarily against Secretary 
Burke. At no time did the driver pretend that 
he shared the confidence of any conspirator. He 
gave testimony, however, which bore against 
none of the murderers so strongly as against Joe 
Brady. It was Brady who hired Kavanagh's 
car; it was Brady who paid him first £1, then £2, 
and subsequently bought a new harness for Kav- 
anagh's horse. On the night that Field was 
attacked Brady again hired Kavanah’s car, and 
paid bim on behalt of the Invincibles. Kavanagh 
first gave his evidence in court Ip Dublin on the 
10th day of last February, and seven days later 
Carey made the confession which startied the 
world. At the of Brady in April, 1883, 
Carey repeated this evidence, and stripped from 
the tragedy whatever of mystery had upto that 
time surrounded it. Joe Brady, the man exe- 
cuted yesterday, was being tried. The Attor- 
ney-Geveral had opened the case for the Crown, 
and, after one witness had been called 
to prove that a secret organiza- 
tion of Irishmen. existed in Dublin 
whose object was “the removal of 
Government officials,” Mr. Murpby, Queen's 
counsel, called James Carey. His narrative was 
listened to with almost breathless attention, and 
it was evident from the outset that his recital 
was thoroughly grounded in truth. After testi- 
fying that the orgauization called the Irish In- 
vincibles was formed in Dublin in December, 
1881, “by a man named Mr. Waish,” he said the 
object of the society was first to “make bis- 
tory,” and not to remove the principai tyrants 
of the country. Early in March, 1882, Carey re- 
membered of meeting Joe Brady at the secret 
sessions of the Invincibles. “The Sth of 
May,” continued Carey, “Brady went to 
the gate of the lodge, where Mr. Burk¢ 


used to stay. I saw him talking to some ons, 


and he returned soon after and said that Mr. 
Burke was gone to town. I saw a parcel with 
Joseph Brady. There was a newspaper folded 
around it, and I knew what it contained, for*we 
bad it arranged before we went there to assas- 
inate Mr. Burke. Joe Brady was at this time 
ove of the tour directing men. Kulves and ro- 
volvers were to be used.“ 

The afternoon of May 5, however, the con- 
Spirators could not find n They 
waited until after 7 o'clock, when they 
were informed that the man i they 
sought bad gone home early. Arranging 
to meet the next morning, they separated. 
The day following—the day of the tragedy— 
Brady, Curley, and Carey sneaked about the 
castie, and Joe Smith was with them. Smith's 
mission, according to Carey’s testimony, was 
“to show us Mr. Burke if he passed out.“ There 
was no understanding as to who were to use the 
knives, but when qussuoned carefully upon 
this point by Queen’s counsel Carey admitted: 
“There was a sort of understanding that Braay 
was to see about the knives.” This confession 
was followed by the further declaration by 
Carey: I was to be the signalman.” Later in 
the day the party met at a public house, leaving 
for Phenix Park in cabs driven re- 
spectively by Kavanagh and Fitzharris. After 
detailing the circumstances attending 
the drive to the park Carey continued: Smith 
was there to identify Mr. Burke and I was there 
to see that he did identify him. I recollect seeing 
two gentiemen coming along together; it was 
then ten minutes past 7 o'clock: As soon as we 
got up Joe Smith said Mr. Burke was the man 
with the gray suit.

About three hours later Carey had an inter- 


‘view with Brady. They spoke of what bad oc-

“IT said to him: Is it a fact what I have heard 
that Lord Frederick Cavendish was murdered?

IN INDIANA 


YESTERDAY AFTERNOON-—SOUTH OF WHITE 


_ PIGEON, MICH. 
Waite Picton, Mich., May l4.—[Special.]— 


The section just across tne State line in Indiana 


was the scene of devastation this afternoon by 
a cycione of terrible violence, Three distinct 
storm-ciouds were seen to form; the first to 
scatter, the second to strike the ground about 
ten miles to the southwest apparentiy, and the 
third whieh touched the ground about three 
miles south from this place. It then took a due 
easteriy course for eight or ten miles, when it 
again rose. 

The first building in the pathway of the 
cycione was the Stone Lake School- House, in 
which were twenty-three pupils and the teach- 
er, The wind lifted the building, down to the 
floor, and carried parts of it some hundred roda. 
The floor was moved four feet, but the seats 
were untouched, and the children found them- 
selves in an instant with only the sky for a roof. 

SAD SCENES. 

The representative of Tus Tano from this 
place followed the course of the cyclone for sev- 
eral miles last evening, and a sad scene of dev- 
astation was presented; houses in ruins, barns 
without roofs, orchards blown down, and fences 
in every direction marked the course of the 
storm. 

The peculiarity was chat for mies the frail 
fences by the side of the road were blown to- 
wards the centre of the highway. apparently as 
though care had been taken to spare the grow- 
ing crops. 

THE FIRST CASUALTY. 

After traveling two miles the storm seemed to 
have raised a few rods from the surface and 
again descended, striking the home of Peter 
Moak, and swept both house and barn into a 
mass of débris. His son William was in the 
barn, and was instantly Killed by the failing 
tim der. His body was carried 200 feet, and when 
found his head was nearly buried in the earth. 

Of the three persous in the house, two escaped 
by rushing into the cellar; the third, an aged 
lady, was lifted and carried nearly 100 feet in an 
opposit direcuon from which most of the dépris 
of the house was biown. She escaped with a 
few bruises. 

From this point the width of the storm 
widened out to eighty rods, and its violence was 
greatly increased. Several barns were annihi- 
lated, and a mile farther eastward a young child 
of Chauncey Gilmau was fatally injured. 

Further eastward the brick house of Mrs. 
Runyan was biown down, but no one injured. 

The storm from this place veered to the north 
and crossed into Michigan. The loss will foot 
up into hundreds of thousands of dollars: how 
much more it is impossible to estimate until full 
reports from the devastated regions are in. + 


TOWN WRECKED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 14.—[Special.}—This ~

RutTuven, Out., May 14.—[Speeial.]—A destruc- 
tive fire occurred in Leamington, Ont., this 
morning. The tire broke out in the millinery 
store of Van Zant, which resulted in a terrible 
conflagration, spreading east and west along 
South Talbot street, sweeping the entire row of 
a dozen stores, including the new Union Block 
on the corner of Talbot and Erie streets, which 
was occupied by Setterington’s drug-store, 
Dentng Bros’. dry-goods store, Crank’s boot and 
shoe store, Fuller's bank, the telegraph 
and several other offices. The flames were 
communicated to the buildings across 
Talbot on the north side, sweeping 
the entire business part from the 
Methodist Episcopal Church on Talbot street to 
the towu- hall on Erie street, about forty rods 
ef continuous frame stores and shops, inetuding 
the Scott House, hotel. 

The fire then communicated with the large 
brick block on the northwesg corner of Erie and 
Talbot streets, occupied by Bulford’s carriage 
factory and Bee's dry-goods store, totally de- 
stroying it and spreading northward the entire 
length of the block, destroying Truax’s store 
and the Post printing office, with several other 
buildings. It was only by the greatest efforts 
that the Dening House and Wigie & Son's store 
were saved. 

Tune old hand fire-engine would not work till 
most ot the property was destroyed. The fire 
might bave been prevented from spreading at 
all, but the excited management of the hose by 
some raw hands burst the suction- pipe, and be- 
fore it could be fixed the destruction was com- 
plete. About five acres of ground have been 
burned over, and there is nothing to be seen 
butemoldering débris, with here and there a 
safe peering above the ruins. 

The loss is estimated at $150,000. The insur- 
ance companies interested are tne Fire Insur- 
ance Association of London, Eng., the London 
& Lancashire, the Western Quebec, the British 
American, Hartford, Phoenix, and some others 
not learned yet.

The Anderson Pressed ick Company. 
Further details were obtained yesterday of the 
fire which almost totally destroyed the works of 
the Chicago Anderson Pressed-Brick Company 
on the North Branch. near the corner of Histon 
and Webster avenues. The loss was considera- 
bly overestimated by yesterday's papers owing 
to the delay experienced the night previous in 
reaching facts and figures in connection with 
the tire. The main building was not totally de- 
stroyed, it being thought that about one-third of 
the walls can be saved with a littie repairing. 
The damage done to the machinery, which cost 
more than the building, cannot now be told 
with any accuracy. The five improved 
presses which were put in at great 
cost, being very fine pieces of machinery and 
unable to stand any warping or twisting, are 
probably rumed, The engine and boilers 
ruined. The total loss is now estimated at about

posedly. The opinion of the officers of the com- 
paoy is that the ure is the work of an incen- 
diary. In the clay-room, where the blase was 
first discovered. no fire was kept ana there was 
very little combustibie material. The watchman 
says he first discovered the fire before it bad 
guined any very threatening headway and threw 
some water on it, but that itincreased in volume 
with lightning rapidity before he could give an 
alarm, A stin was first given to Engine 
Company No. 4 Marsha Swenie was 
not at the fire, having waited 
in vain for a second Harm. Some ‘surprise bas 
been expressed because a second was not given, 
and why it was not with a fire of such dangerous 
promise at the very start is not quite clear. 
The company has bad no trouble with any of its 
men, and, though believing in incendiary 
theory, is at a loss to know in what direction to 
look for the cause. 

A meeting of the company was beld yesterday 
afternoon when it was decided to rebuild at 
once, The new structure will be larger and 
more substantial thag the old one, and will have 
an iron roof and be made as near absolutely fire- 
proof as possible. The capacity of the works 
will be largely increascd aiso. The large stock 
of brick which the company has ou hand will 
enable it to fill ers tor sume time, and the 
work of rebuilding will be pushed with all the 
speed imaginable.

THE NATIONAL LEAGUE. 
ADDRESS OF THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL TO 
THE AMERICAN PEOPLE. 

Detroit, Mich.,May 14.—(Special.]—Tne Coun- 
oll ot Seven, the executive head of the Irtsh 
National League in America held its frst meet- 
ing in this city today at the residence of the 
Rev. Dr. Reilly, Treasurer of the League. The 
Council consists of Dr. W. B. Wallace, of New 
York; James Reynolds, of New Haven, Conn.: 
Judge J. G. Donnelly, of Milwaukee; M. V. 
Gannon, of Davenport, Ia.; Father D. A. Me- 
Kenna, of Hudson, Mass.; John F. Armstrong, 
of Augusta, Ga.; and Senator Fair, of Nevada; 
allwhom were present except the last two. Dr. 
Reilly and Alexander Sullivan, of Chicago, Pres- 
identof the League, took part in the meeting. 

The Council ‘definitly determined the func- 
tions of Dr. Reilly as Treasurer, and provided 
that he s ld, at stated times, transmit all 
moneys ta the Treasurer of the National League 
in Ireland. 

The status of the League in America was fixed 
as simply auxiliary and subordniate to the or- 
ganization in Ireland. Al) funds trom the local 
branches in the United States and Canada must 
be sent to Dr. Reilly. 

A plan tor the uniform organization of 
branches in every State and the Canadian 
provinces was adopted. 

An address to the different Irish organizations 
in sympathy with the Parnell movement was 
read and approved, urging and pointing out the 
means of reconciling the - differences hitherto 
existing among Irish organizadons. 

Tnepiatform of the Philadeiphia Convention 
was ratified, and it was determined that means 
to carry out its ideas should be adopted. 

The President was allowed an official stenog- 
rapher and secretary. 

A call was issued for all local branches to mect 
the first Tuesday in June to ratify the proceed- 
ings of the Philadelphia Convention, and it was 
resolved that measures be taken to codperate 
with the Parnell testimonial fund so auspicious- 
ly inaugurated in Ireland. 

The next meeting of the council will be he id 
at New York some time in July. 

Patrick Egan, ex-Treasurer of the Land 
League in Ireland, arrived in Detroit from Cai- 
cago yesterday morning, and attended mass at 
St, Patrick’s Church in company with the mem- 
bers of the council. During the day he was 
present at an informal consultation of the coun- 
cil, and in the evening departed for Min neap- 
olis, having flour interests in that piave. 

The gentiemen of the council left for their 
homes today noon, except Father McKenna, 
who is still here, the guest of Dr. Reilly. 

Detroit, Mich., May 14.—The Executive Coun- 
cil of the Irish National League of America met 
in Detroit yesterday and this morning, and trans- 
acted much important business.

UHICAGO, May 14.—To the Irish-American So- 

tes and all nds of Ireland: The conven- 
tion of the Irish race which assembied in Phiia- 
deiphia has passed into history. The Land 
League having been forcibly suppressed in Ire- 
land, the Irish people, still ris intellectually 
above the force and tactics of their oppressors, 
formed themseives intoa new organization, the 
Irish National League, preserving the aims of 
its predecessor, enlarzing its scope, and gatber- 
ing within its lines the entire population except 
the foreign garrison and its beueticiaries. Tbe 
Land League of America, whose glorious if 
prief career shall be forever remembered as a 
id testimony of the devotion of a sea- 
divided race to its distressed kindred, ac- 
to the desire of its Irish exemplar, met 
in preliminary convention, audited its books, 
adjourned sine die; and its deiegates, together 
with those of numerous other Irish-American 
societies, aggregating more than 1.200, entered 
into convention for the purpose of uniting all 
the elements of the Irish race in America, the 
more efficiently to aid their countrymen at 
home. The prudence and wisdom which char- 
acterized the deliberatious of the great body 
thus constituted commanded the respect of re- 
flecting men. Unreserved . the plat- 
form of the Irish National League of Ireland, of 
which Charles Stewart Parnell is -President, it 
solemnly organized the Irish National League 
of America, and thus inaugurated the most 
compact, the most cohésive, and the most in- 
spiriag movement of the time for the 
promotion of an object at once humane 
and political. That object is the restorauon of 
self-government to a people whose poverty, 
frequently descending to famine and always on 
the verge of it, is not due to the soll, but 18 
the result of the blind viciousness of a hostile 
foreign power which, annually draining out tbe 
naturally- created capital, maintains a system 
of terror and lawlesness ruinous of peace and a 
fatai barrier in the way of industri and social 
development.

THE POPE’S LETTER. 

Parts, May 14.—A dispatch from Rome to the 
Journal Catholique says: The Pope has ad- 
dressed a strongly-worded letter to the Irish 
Bishops desiring them to forbid the clergy to 
participate in political meetings, or encourage 
suoscriptions in aid of the present agitation; 
also recommending the use of respectful lan“ 
guage towards the State.” 

The document, in referring to the fund being 
raised for Parnell, says it is intoierabie that a 
priest, much more a Bishop, should promote 
such objects. The document condemus all col- 
lections which may be employed as the means of 
exviting rebellion against the laws. 

THE IRISH PRELATE WHO TROUBLES EN- 
GLAND AND THE VATICAN—PUPULAK IN 
IRELAND, BUT DISLIKED IN LONDON AND 
ROME—A SKETCH OF HIS CAREER.. 
CHICAGO, May 14.—[Editor of The Tribune. — 

Archbishop Croke, of Casbel, from all accounts, 

has again got himself involved in troubie with 

the Vatican, and. if report speaks truly, will 
bave to make submission meet. This is not the 
the first time the prelate of the southern Irish 
province has been at loggerheads with the 

Papacy because of his pronounced opinions on 

the popular side of Irish politics. Ever since 

Leo XIII. became Pontiff he has not stood well 

with the Papaj functionaries. As his course 

now is attracting some attention, a sketc® of 
this remarkable man may not be out of place. 

Archbishop Croke is now in his Sith year, but 
looks much younger. He is a mau of splendid 
physique, and notwithstanding a life of ecciesi- 
astical and scholastic labor which might have 
seriously told on any other man he does not ap- 

arto be more than 45. He is in unimpaired 

ealtb and in the full prime of mental and intel- 
lectual vigor. He was born ia the little namlet 
ot Castiecor, near Kanturk, in the County of 

Cork. Ireland. His father was of the class known 

in that country as gentiemen-farmers, and 

his family had given many briliiant representa- 
tives to the bar, to the church, and to the medi- 
cai professions. An uncle attained to the honor 
of Attorney-General of South Australia, and 
atterwards became a Judge; anothef uncle was 
one of the most distinguished ecclesiastics in 
the South of Ireland for learning and piety, but 
owing to bis political opinions he never attained 
higher rank than that of parish priest. It 
is to this uncle that Dr. Croke 
owes his political opinions. The future Arcn- 
bishop received his academic education in 
Charleville, Cork County, where bis uncle, who 
directed bis studies, resided. Like most of the 
spirited young men of the time desirous of en- 
tering the Irish priesthood, he refused to attend 
the loyal and royally-endowed Maynooth Coi- 
lege, and when but 13 years of age entered the 
Irish College at Paris. He completed bis course 
at an age when it was not deemed pru- 
dent by the ecclesiastidal authorities to coater 
on him holy orders, and the young man went 
to Rome to perfect his studies under the direc- 
tion of the celebrated Jesuit fathers, Passaglia 
and Peronne, at the Roman College. His career 
here was a briliiant one, and exceptional bonors 
for a foreigner were bestowed on him. He was 
selected from the students to present the class 
address to Pope Pius IX., and the degree of 

D. D. was conferred on him. 

He did not enter on his mission after ordina- 
tion. At the request of his superiors he became 
a Professor in Carlow day) College, and after- 
wards in the irish College at Paris. Waile at 
the latter place Smith O'Brien, Kichard O Gor- 
man, John Blake Dillon, and Martin McDermott 
waited on Lamartine, as the representatives of 
Iretand, to solicit the influence of France in 
support of their demands for the legislative in- 
dependence of Ireland. The envoys visited the 
Irish College, and were received with extraor- 
dinary hunors by the studeuts and the young 
men among the Professors. Prof. Croke was 
the leader of the demonstration, and for his 
part in it incurred the displeasure and censure 
of Dr. Meswiney, the President of the college, 
who did not favor the O Brien- Dillon-O' Gorman 
mission. Soon after an event occurred which 
called Prof. Croke to Ireland. A brother, while 
performing his duties as curate for his 
uncle in Charleville, died 
fever contracted’ wille 
the spiritual wants of his people, 
Dr. Croke manfully stepped in to fill the breach, 
and tor two years ministered to the spiritual 
wants of the dying victims of famine. It was 
about this time that Dr. Croke, in company with 
Dr. Barry—atfvterwards President of St. Patrick's 
College, Meibourne—visited Gavan Duffy in a 
Dubiin prison, and proposed that as the Gov- 
ernment had deprived the national newspaper, 

e Nation, of its lay editors, that he and pr. 

arry and a few other cicrical friends would 
take their places and conduct the journal as 
best they could in the spirit of its past, and as 
pearly as they could in accordance with the 
ideas of the imprisoned editors. The subse- 

uent release of Duffy did not necessitate Dr. 

Croke’s acting on his brave proposal. Another 

incident of his career at this time is worthy of 

mention. The people of his parish were daily 
dying of hunger, and yet the landiords were 

collecting their rents in full. Dr. Croke wrote a 

letter to the Cork Eraminer advising the 

farmers to provide for themselves and fam- 
lies first, and then, if anything remained, to 
give it to the landlords. This doctrine was 
twenty-two years later indorsed{and encouraged, 
and in some districts acted on by the Land- 
Leaguers. For this letter Dr. Croke was cen- 
sured and removed from Charleville to Middie- 
ton. While here the Bishop of Cloyne, Dr. Mur- 
phy, died, and Dr. Croke; who had gained a very 
une reputation as a pulpit orator, was selected 
to preach the funeral sermon. He acquitted 
himself so creditably that he became a first 
favorit with the new Bishop, Dr. Keane, who ia 

1888 appointed bim President of the new dio- 

cesan College of St. Colaian’s, at Fermoy, in the 

County of Cork. In a few years, under Dr. 

Croke’s care, St. Colman’s became the most 

noted Roman Catholic college in [reiand, and 

students came to it from ail quarters. He 
mingied in the sports and amusements of tne 
students, could beat the best of them at foot- 
bail, hand-bali, or burdling—was the champion 
athlete of bie own college. Of course he was 
idolized by the students and by the peopie 
in the immediate vicinity of the college. 

He held the position of President of St. Col- 

man’s for seven years, and in 1865 was appointed

He bas always 
been witb the people, and detests English domi- 
nation from whatever source. it proceeds 
through whatever agency sought to be eurried 
out. 

He bas rebuked the English Catholic editor of 
the London Iublet for his assumption to s peak 
for Irish Catholics; he bas taunted the Angio- 
Irish Catbolics with their flunkeyism, and has 
not failed to measure swords with the papai le- 
gate himseif, when he thought the honor of bis 
country was at stake. 

Soon after be was made Archbishop of Cashei 
he was invited by Bishop Moran, of Kilkenny, 
to preach a sermon in his Cathedral on some au- 
niversary occasion. The church was decorated 
with the flags of many nations. The Union 
Jack was conspicuous. The green flag was 
nowhere to be seen. The first thing Dr. Croke 
did was to point to the omission. He rebuked 
the flunkeyism that dictated the omission, and 
apostrophized the absent flag in thrilling elo- 
quence, and only stopped wben he found the 
whole congregation upplauding bim wildiy even 
in the church. Bishop Moran and bis uncie 
were, of course, scandulized. Rome was prob- 
ably appealed to, but Dr. Croke had oa 
warm friend in power at the Vatican. This was 
Cardinat Franchi, the friend of his college days. 
Cardinals Jacobini and Simeoni do, not seem to 
be so friendly. 

Of course Archbishop Croke is immensely 
popular not only in bis own diocese, but 
throughout Ireland. Anything which the Vati- 
can authorities may do will but render bim 
more popular. His archdiocese is the most 
Catholic in the world, 1 the best organized 
—nearly every man and man, boy and giri in 
it belongs to some religious society. He is a 
warm advocate of totai abstinence, and iong be- 
fore the Sunday-Closing act went into operation 
the saloons throught his arendiocese shut their 
doors Sundays, and intemperance was greatly 
decreased. 

Mr. E®rington, through whose influence Arch- 
bishop Croke is said to have been censured, is 
an Engiish Roman Catholic who has — oe 
Ireland. He was educated at stoneyhurst, 0 
English Jesuit college. He was elected as tne 
colleague of Justia McCafthy on bome- rule 
principles at the last general election for 
Longford County. That he was elected 
as a supporter of Mr. Parnell is cer- 
tain. He joined in the electoral address 
of Mr. Parneil’s chief lieutenant. He suffered 
througt the Land-League movement, and the 
Land Courts bave reduced his rents. He be- 
caine suddenly zealous forthe church interests 
when the Irish national papers began to pub- 
lish the details of eviction carried out in bis 
Tipperary and Longford estates. When not in 
Home be resides in London, and mixes in fash- 
lovable society. He parts bis hair in the mid- 
die, and has the reputation of being a ratner 
fay young man. He is much joked by his col- 
eagues and by the English members over the 
generally credited report Mat ne wears stays. 
He is a man of small capatity, and owes his 

rominence, it is said, to the friendship of the

EXTRADITION. 


THE CORRESPONDENCE NOW, GOING ON AS 
TO EXTRADITABLE OFFENSES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 14.—[Speciai.]—It is 
probable that the State Department is conduct- 
ing very secretly negotiations fora new extra- 
dition treaty with Great Britain, and that the 
President may send to the Senate next Decem- 
ber the draft of such a treaty. @rrespondence 
to that end has been had at intervals since the 
Fenian troubies in Canada, and correspondence, 
stimulated by irish troubles, bas doubtless re- 
cently been renewed. It is communications on 
this subject, and not as to the extradition of 
particular persons, that probably have been re- 
ceived at the State Department, and the oflicial 
denials bave gone to the reports that there were 
communications as to these persuns, but not 
as to the negotiations as to extradition. 
The present extradition treaty with Great 
Britian is the Ashburton Treaty,negotiated for- 
ty years ago. The list of extraditable crimes 
which it contains is very short. The Ashburton 
Treaty provides only for the extradition of per- 
sons accused of murder, assault with intent to 
commit murder, piracy, arson, robbery, forgery, 
and the utterance of forged paper. The latest 
important treaty which the United States has 
negotiated is with Belgium, now six months 
oid. This treaty included ti following list of 
extraditable offenses: “Murder, attempt to 
commit murder, rape or attempted, bigamy, 
abortion, arson, piracy or mutiny, burglary, 
robbery, forgery, fabrication or circulation 
of counterteit money, either coin or paper, 
boncs, coupons, bank-notes, obligations, or any 
instrument of credit, seal dies, stamps, and 
marks of State and publie administrations, and 
the utterance thereof, embezziement of pubiic 
or private moneys, unlawful destruction or ub- 
struction of railroads, endangering human life, 
attempts to commit of these crimes, where such 
attempts are punishable in both countries.“ 
The British Government, in the treaties which 
it bas recently negotiated, has included the list 
which follows, and it is believed that it is the 
same list for which Great Britain is now contend- 
ing with this cogntry: “Murder, attempt and 
couspiracy to murder, manslaughter. counter- 
feiting and altering money,and uttering coun- 
terfeit or altered money, forgery, couuterteit- 
ing and altering and uttering what its forged, or 
counterfeited, or altered; embezziement and 
larceny; obtaining money or goods by false 
pretenses; crimes by bankrupts against the 
bankruptcy law; fraud by bailer, banker, agent, 
factor, trustee, or director, or member, or pub- 
lic officer of any company made criminal by any 
act for the time being in farce; rape, abduction, 
chiid-stealing, burglary, and housebreaking; ar- 
son, robbery with violence, threats by law or 
otherwise with intent to extort, piracy by law 
of nations, sinking or destroying a vessel 
at sen, or attempting or conspiring to do so; 
assault on board ashipon the high seas, with 
intent to destroy life or to do bodily harm; re- 
volt or conspiracy to revolt by two or more per- 
sons on board a ship on the bigh seas against the 
autbority of the master. Tbe clause in this 
list which provides for the extradition of per- 
sons charged with conspiracy to murder is the 
one agaiust which the United States has most 
frequentiy protested, and which covers the po- 
litical offices which it has never been wilitng to 
bave embraced in extradition treaties. In 
twenty of the thirty-one extradition treaties of 
the United States political offenses are express- 
ly excluded, although in none of these treaties 
are these offenses specitically defined. 


THE COLOR LINE, 


The African Methodists Discussing the 
Subject at the Annual Conferences. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 14.—At the annual 
conference of the Africau Methodist-Episcopal 
Church today a committee presented a report 
showing the political and social conditions of 
the country, and their blessing upon the negro 
race, and referred to the progress of the negro 
in the acquisation of wealth and the securing of 
citizen’s rights. and to the changes which 
bad been wrought 6ince the close 
of the war. It noted the growing im- 
portance of the negro, and the part he played 
in the great “social, religious, and political 
questions of the day.”

A LESSON FOR IRISHMEN. 

One member of the Dublin [nvincibles has 
paid the penalty of his crime and his folly. 
To Joe Brady fell the lot of being the first 
victim among the members of the Dublin 
Murder League. None of his comrades in 
crime and folly—not one of the members of 
the Brotherhood of Assasination which 
egged him on and which supplied Cafy and 
“No. 1” with the funds to purchase the 
blades with wigich he did his murderous 
work—was thei to attempt to prevent Mar- 
wood from tightening the noose or the jailer 
from springing the trap. Some of his fellows 
will soon meet his fate. Many have treagh- 
erously helped to bring him to the gallows 
foot, while others are hiding away their 
precious persons where the British Queen’s 
writ does not run. Had there been 
the least attempt at resistanve on the part of 
the few sympathizers with Brady to the ex- 
ecution of the law, it would have been speedi- 
ly su ; the unarmed mob—it was not 
avery large one, and must have had in it a 
large percentage of the curious—would have 
been mowed down by those armed men who 
were assembled there that English law might 
be vindicated in the case of one of the assasins 
of two ofits representatives. Fagan and Kelly 
will soon follow Brady to the gallows and to 
eternity, and once again will be demonstrated 
to Irishmen that they can never hope to ac- 
complish any good through the instrumen- 
tality of murder or the plottings of political 
secret societies. . 

This is not the first time, ho r, that it 
has been clearly demonstrated Irishmen 
have nothing to hope from secret societies, 
but everything to fear. The bistory ot all 
political secret societies is a history of fail- 
ure; the history of h secret societies has 
been most conspicuously a history of failure, 
crime, and folly. No matter how pure the 
purpose of those who established them--and 
the purpose has not always been pure, far 
otherwise—-it is the same old story: criminal 
acts of a revolting kind: the employment of 
the secret agencies of the society for wreak- 
ing private vengeance and subserving ver- 
sonal ends; betrayal, and frequently death 
on the scaffold. It was so with the Fenian 
organization, as it had been with the Ribbon- 
Men and the White Boys. It was with the 
United Irishmen as it is with the Invinci- 
bles. 

Shall the lesson be forever lost on Irish- 
men? There are indications thatit has been 
repeated oiten enough, and has taken hold of 
their minds and hearts. If so, the Invincl- 
ble Society may be an evil out of which good 
shall come.

“without any idea of their purpose; and 
in every instance the méving spirits have 
been among the first to betray their dupes.” 
Carey was the leading spirit of the Invin- 
cibl@ociety; he was one of the first to turn 
informer—just as Gen.” Massey, one of the 
leading spirits of the Fenian organization, 
was the first to turn informer on his comrades 
when he found himself in an English jail, 

The stupid fatuity which leads men with 
their senses to go biindfolded into such so- 
oletles is one of the most remarkable things 
about it. Here is this villain Carey, who 
swears that he induced most of the men who 
belonged to the Invincibies to join—induced 
them to prepare for the work of murder, 
and to carry it out. His character was not 
above suspicion to men who were periling 
their lives. It has come out since he turned 
informer that he was instrumental in having 
three men “removed % use his own 
phrase for murder—one of them to avenge a 
personal spite; that he maimed a third man 
to achieve a personal end. Yet his dupes 
never inquired into the character of this 
leader until he had them in his power—just 
as the Fenians never inquired into the ante- 
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bership in such organizations. They are toa 
They are too easily led by the nose by cun- 
ning fasedls of their own rave. Even in the 
societies themselves they are apt to develop 
factions more intent on destroying each other 
than on demolishing the common enemy. 
Devine, the latest infermer, has sworn that 
one faction of his branch of the Invincibles 
was more iptent on the murder of Poole and 
Sullivan, the leaders of ther faction, than 
in egrrying out the purposes for which they 
were ostensibly organized. That Irish Celts 
—at least of the class from which the In- 
vincibles were drawn—bave not the patient 
endurance, the stolid courage, which are 
necessary in a secret political organization 
of desperate purpose, the number of inform- 
ers in Ireland and the frequency of their 
cropping up prove very clearly. 

The recent revelations may convinee Irish- 
men that their ohly hope is in open organi- 
zation, under the lead of able, cool-headed 
men, who measure their words, their 
resources, and the difficulty of the task 
before them. They should for the future 
discourage and discountenance every secret 
political society, whether in Ireland or in 
America, atid adopt the bold, manly, and 
winning policy mapped out for them by their 
best leader. They should repudfite the 
secret societies of Lrish America as well as 
the secret societies of Ireland; for the Amer 
lean Irish secret societies, as a Roman-Cath- 
olle priest remarked to “Gath” last week, 
are by “satraps who demand blood, 
combustion, terrorism”; who make Mr 
Parnell ufsir martyr,“ for the sake of giving 
themselves political promise; and who too 
frequently, as in Chicago, make their socie- 
ties but oath-bound Irish-American Tam- 
manys. When these secret societies and 
these satraps are discountenanced and repu- 
diated by lrishmen the adherents of Mr. 
Parnell may, in the words of our dispatches, 
feel more confident, and a more wholesome 
tone will manifest itself in Irish public 
affairs. Above all, it should be kept in mind 
by Irishmen that “independence is worth 
nothing to Ireland if her people must be 
demonized first.”’ 
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CHICAGO ASSESSMENTS AND TAXES. 
A couple of local papers which are just 
now vying with each other in seusational- 
ism as a means to attract public attention to 
themselves have simultaneously struck upon 
the assessments of Chicago property as a 
cause for complaint. Tables are published 
whigh institute a comparison between the 
a values and the assumed actual 
values, and make out that the assessed values 
are about one-fougth the cash values of the 
scheduled property. There is no pretense 
at pecuracy about these statements, and they 
develop nothing new. It is very well known 
that the prevailing practice throughout the 
entire State is and has been for many years 
to assess property for tax pwrposes at about 
one-third to one-fourth the owner’s estimate 
of its value. This practice is got peculiar to 
Chicago, but prevails in a county. In 
fact, Tun Trrepune has recently published 
comparative figures of State assessments 
which show that the Chieago assessments are 


materially higher than the assessmeuts made 


in other parts of the State. 

Any substantial inerease in local assess- 
ments in Chicago would result in an exaction 
from Chicago property-owners of much more 
than their share of State taxes, and if Chii- 
cago property were assessed at its actual 
value it would pay nearly one-half the entire 
amount of State taxes In case the State Board 
should permit it to stand, It is folly to agi- 
tate a proposition which is so obviously and 
grossly unfair. 

Besides imposing upon Chicago alone half 
the burden of State taxes, an increase of as- 
sessments in this city to a basis of actual 
values would enabie the local tax-eaters—the 
City Council and the County Board—to plun- 
der the property-owners at a rate never 
known in any community, except under the 
Tweed rule in New York City. The valua- 
tion of Chicago property for last year was 
$125, 
the City Government under the per 
cent law to collect about $2,500,000 in gen- 
eral taxes. But, in addition to this sum, the 
collections on the same property for interest 
on the debt and nearly I per ent for public 
schools, which are véry extravagantly man- 
aged, increase the direct taxes to $4,000,000, 
and with licenses swell the tdtal tax 
to $4,227,402 in 1882, which is nearly 
$100 per family. for the whole city. 
If the present assessed value represents only 
one-fourth the actual value, then an increase 
of the assessment to a cash basis would raise 
the valuation to $500,000,000, and the Council 
would be authorized to levy taxes thereon to 
the amount of $10,000,000 ayear. To this 
would de added at least $2,000,000 of ad- 
ditional taxes for schools and interest author- 
ized by law, which would make the total 
tax-levy not less than $12,000,000 a year. In 
other words, as much money would be ex- 
acted from the taxpayers in one year as the 
entire municipal debt now amounts 
to. But this is not all. The county 
tax, which is limited by the Constitution 
to 75 cents on every $100 of valuation, 
would be increased in proportion; it would 
be four times as much as it is now if the 
County Board could invent methods of 
squandering it. The bloodsucking process 
would not stop even at this point. It 
would then be lawful te increase the city 
debt to 5 per cent on 800,000, 000, which 
would amount to $25,000,000, or double the 
present debt. The interest-charge collected 
from the people would be twice as much as 
itis now at the very least, and probably it 
would be much more than that, for the ex- 
travagant expenditures under the new policy 
would impair the municipal credit and lead 
to a higher rate of interest on the city bonds. 

Under the full cash valuation Chicago 
would have to pay at least a million anda 
half a year for the support of the State Gov- 
ernment more than its legitimate share. 
These are some of the results that would fol- 
low the sort of valuation these local sheets 
are howling for. 

Whatever the rate of assessment may be, a 
scalawag, blackmail City Council and a 
buinamer County Board may always be trust- 
ed to levy every dollar and every penny the 
law allows. It must be borne in mind that 
when the Constitutional Convention fixed 5 
per cent of the valuation as the limit for mu- 
nicipal indebtedness and 75 cents on $100 as 
the limit for county taxes, and when the 
Legislature supplemented this action by fix- 
ing 2 per cent as the limit for municipal! tax- 
ation, these figures were adopted on the basis 
of the prevallm assessment rates, which 
were substantially the same as they are now. 
If a cash valuation had been contemplated, 
probably a limit of & per cent would have 
been fixed for general city taxes; that 
would certainly be all which property 
ean afford to pay for the support of 
local government in addition to interest and 
schools. The average interest on safe in- 
vestments ranges from 5 to 6 per cent nowa- 
days; if 1 per cent be deducted for local tax- 
ation, it is fair to allow 1 per. cent more for 
other indirect taxes, for insurance, losses, 
wear and tear, etc. ; this would leave but 3 or 
4 per cent interest on property. But if a 
cash valuation were adopted as the basis for 
taxation at the present limits fixed by law 
the Chicago property-owner would pay 
e in taxes on the full 
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It is nee ess to say 
things would drive 


ruinous to Chicago business and property. 

A local increase of assessments in itself 
would fail to correct the inequalities and 
diseriminattons of the present assessment 
system. It would merely serve to aggravate 
them. Tne way to arrive at a restoration of 


the unifotmity contemplated by the law is 


through a consolidation of the three towns 
of which Chicago is composed. So long as 
there shall continue to be three separate 
assessment districts the various Assessors 
will be tempted to favor their immediate 
constituents at the expense of the other 
divisions. ‘The only way to arrive at a 
gradual inctease of assessments uniformly 
throughout the State is to place a limited dis- 
eretion In the hands of the State Board of 
Equalization. If that board, whose discretion 
is now confined to a readjustment of assess- 
ments between the various counties on the 
basis of the total returns, were authorized to 
add, say, 10 per cent to the whole line of as- 
sessments, or to use their judgment as toa 
uniform increase not to exceed 20 per cent, it 
would be possible to provide fora sufficient 
increase of taxation without subjecting prop- 
erty to virtual confiscation. But it is idle to 
talk of a cash valuation for this city under 
the present terms of taxation or of any ma- 
terial increase of assessments which shall be 
confined t Chicago alone and operate to re- 
lease the remainder of the State from its 
proper share of taxation. | 
—— — — 
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DRAMSELLING AS A BUSINESS. 

One of the German papers of this city 
which has fallen completely under the con- 
trol of the dramshops pretends that its op- 
position to high license is because sucha 
license would put a disproportionately high 
tax on one line of business.” ‘This theory 
places drunk-factory business upon precisely 
the same footing as the dry-goods, bakery, 
meat-shop, and grocery business. It takes 
no aceount whatever of the drunkards who 
are manafactured and imposed upon the 
community; of the loafers, and hoodluths 
and thieves, and prostitutes who graduate 
frum the dramshops; of the crimes of vio- 
lence which are almost always traceable 
directly to the influence and associations of 
the liquor-shops; of the 30,000 arrests made 
in Chicago last year, 29,000 of which were the 
results of drunkenness; nor of the kindred 
vices of wife-beating, pauperism, and disease 
which go hand and hand with an excess of 
gin-mills. Notwithstanding the recognized 
evils, abuses, and outrages of cramshops 
when tolerated in vastly superfluous num- 
bers, the newspaper organs of the Liquor 
League would rate the saloon business as 
equally useful, beneficial, and moral with 
the bakery and the meat-shop. It this is the 
only argument that can be made against high 
licénse, the opposition is not formidable. 
Even the victims d the dramshop will be 
the first to expose and denounce its fallacy. 

The entire civilized world outside of the 
depraved communities under the contro! of 
gin-mills entertains the conviction that dram- 
selling is a curse to the community Wherever 
it is tolerated in excess of a reasonable sup- 
ply of a temperate demand, and it is recog- 
nized as an essential function of the powers 
of local government to restrain and regulate 
the liquor traffic. Experience has taught 
that the most effective and simple way for do- 
ing this without trenching on the “ personal 
liberty ’ of the dfinker is by means of high 
license. The payment to the local 
Government of a considerable sum for 
the privilege of sellimge liquor has the im- 
mediate effect of weeding out the more 
irresponsible people who are engaged in 
that business. Those who remain in it under 
the high-license stem have so much at 
stake that they help the police in keeping 
order and preventing crime in the establish- 
ments over which they preside; they can- 
not afford to risk the forfeiture of a license 
which costs from $500 to $1,000, and is act- 
ually worth seyeral times that amount. The 
saloon busip is naturally, properly, and 
Inevitably regarded as outside the line of 
commerce, manufacture, and exchanges 
which contribute to the life, existence, con- 
veriience,.and comfort of the community. 
At the very @est the traflic is a necessary 
evil, only to be tolerated under proper re- 
straints and never to be encouraged by the 
Government. <Any effort to rate it in the 
same category as ether lines of business is a 
palpable absurdity, which can only be sug- 
gested by self-interest opposed to the pub- 


lic welfare.

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A BEAUTIFUL INCIDENT. 

The horrors of the trial of Mr. Dunn for 
the murder of Mr. Elliott, whose principal 
recommendation to public notice seems to 
have been his entire readiness to earn the 
right of being put on trial for the murder of 
Mr. Elliott, were relieved the other day by a 
beautiful incident. We emphasize it for the 
purpose of giving. the religious papers an 
opportunity to retract their libelous state- 
ments that the great dailies are partners of 
Apol yon. 

Witness after witness had taken the stand 
and described the mutual prepafations that 
had been made by the heroes of the tragedy 
for reciproéally assasinating each other. 
There had been afi unrestrained recital of 
the playful language in which the members 
of this codperative extermination society of 
two had been in the habit of referring to each 
other. The air of the court was blue with the 
fumes of the subterranean epithets which, by 
a poetic license which even the roughest nat- 
ures indulge in, they always coupled with 
their references to their respective hearts, 
livers, and other entrails.

At this moment the Hon. M. C. McDonald 
took the stand. For a few moments all was 
smooth sailing, as he described how pleas- 
antly he and the murderer had talked about 
the latter’s being “fixed” for Mr. Elliott, 
and the Christian resignation with which Mr. 
Dunn expressed his determination to cook 
the gentleman who was yearning to cook“ 
him. But suddenly the distinguished witness 
was observed to grow deadly pale and grasp 
the railing for support. He had reached a 
point in detailing his conversation with Mr. 
Dunn when that gentleman, with a reckles- 
ness that the habit of murder is almost sure 
to beget in even themost chivalrous natures, 
had used words that the nice tongue of the 
Hon. M. C. McDonald could not utter. “He 
swore,” the inarticulate witness falfered 
forth. It was a solemn moment. But the 
stern interests of justice demanded that the 
delicate, beautiful, and pious scruples of the 
witness should be overcome. Judicial dig- 
nity beamed on the witness and encouraged 
him to proceed and tell all the prisoner had 
said, even if there were profane words in it. 
He said, Damn ft’,” sobbed the witness, 
and, unable to go. further, was led away to 
the seclusion of one ot his own poker-decks.

CROP STATISTICS. i 
The commercial! world seems to be as much 
at sea as ever In regard to the probable yield 
of our next wheat harvest. A most pains- 


| taking report from Washington, supplement- 


ed by almost innumerable gttesses on the 
part of others anxious to be regarded as 
authorities, leaves the great majority of the 
operators in much the same doubt as before. 
Scarcely any two are agreed on the point, 
and if they were it would still be an open 
and a vexed question whether or not wheat 
is worth the money now being paid for it in 
the world’s markets. 

The fact Is, that much less value is placed 
upon crop estimates now than formerly 
whereas those of the present ate certainly 
more trustworthy than the best attempts of 
afew years ago. The official statisticians 
have learned some wisdom from a reveal- 
ment of previous blunders, and are proba- 
bly doing about as well now as is permitted 


by the ciréumstances of the case, Still their - 


work is at best only the average of a great 
many guesses, some of which ate made by 
parties who do not understand the matter 
any too well. If, however, these guesses be 
handled as they ought to be, giving 
to each the weight to whieh it is 
entitled by acreage, etc.@ the result will in 
most cases be a moderate approximation to 
the truth. Probably not as to actual yield, 
but to relativé quantity. The statement that 
our winter wheat promises to yield 20 per 
cent less than it did last year may be true, 
and yet the claim that the shortage will be 
77,000,000 bushels may be widely wrong. This 
country is too big and its farms too wide- 
ly scattered to permit the crop-yield to be 


Psummed up to within one or two million 


bushels, much less to be gaged to within a 
few thousands of bushels. 

Hence the men who please themselves, and 
worry others, by making guesses of their 
own, and getting them published in the news- 
papers, have a fair chance to command at- 
tention, it being next to impossible to prove 
that any of them are wrong. And, inasmuch 
as it is about as easy to write one figure as 
another, the estimates of quantity are very 
apt to vary with the wish of the writer, to 
whom a good crop would mean loss ona 
“deal,” or vice versa, There is at least no 
guarantee against bias in these cases, while 
the official reports may be fairly presumed to 
be free from intentional misrepresentation of 
the aggregate, however false may be some of 
the minor guesses on which it is based. ‘The 
official figures are not likely to be very near 
tf the truth in any particular case, but the 
probabilities are they will be less widely 
wrong than those made by others,

ARE THE ENGLISH AFRAID OF THE 
FRENCH? 

One of the most interesting social phenom- 
ena of the day is the state of mind into which 
the English have been thrown by the plans 
for the channel tunnel. For a nation which 
has been so industrious as England in preach- 
ing to her neighbors the advantages of free 
trade her position with regard to the propo- 
sal for a means of expediting communication 
between herself and France is certainly re- 
markable. The most singular thing about it 
is that the French, about whose thrashing all 
over Spain at British bands and at Waterloo 
the English are never tired of talking, are 
not at all afraid of the tunnel. The French 
Government and the French people are heart- 
fly in favor of the opening of the new subter- 
ranean avenue. It is but a few weeks ago 
that Léon Say published a card stating that 
the French company who had the concession 
from their Government for the French end 
were only waiting to be met half-way by th 
English. ' é 

John Bright, at a recent dinner by the 
civil engineers of Great Britain, recalled the 
circumstances of the inception of the Suez 
Canal. When the Suez Canal was first pro- 
posed it was denounced by a powerful] Prime 
Minister, and all the Chambers of Commerce, 
which had been in favor of it up to that mo- 
ment, shut their mouths. The result was 
that the Suez Canal was built entirely by a 
French company, and the English Govern- 
ment stepped in afterwards and bought up a 
controlling interest in it at a high price. The

The presumptuous investers who expect to 
proffer this request evidently are not gware 
of the rank of the visitor who is nd ap- 
proaching their shores. This being so, it is 
not surprising that they should exhibit so 
complete an ignorance of his prerogatives as 
to suppose that he would consent to an in- 
terview with those for whom he has been 
technically acting as a trustee, Mr. Vander- 
bilt is an American railway king. To con- 
«vey a full idea of the real meaning of this 
phrase it will be necéssary to explain to the 
foreign stockholder of New York Central. 
Every American knows that we have 
kings in this country, and that the kings we 
have possess a sway utterly beyond the 
dreams of the éffete foreign article. The 


foreign king has to divide his power with 


Parliament or Reichstag. There is a judi- 
clary to interpret and limit his power. But 
when a free country sets out to produce a 
king it gets up one as much superior to the 
degenerate descendants of the original Haps- 
burgs and Guelphs as the American hog is. 
better than the German hog. | 

The American railway king is monarch, 
Parliament, and jadiciary all in one. If his 
Oabinet do not like what he does they can re- 
sign, as Mr. Amasa Stone did when he dis- 
approved of the purchase of the Nickel- 
Plate. If the courts do not like what he 
does, as the Ohio courts objected to the con- 
solidation of the Vanderbilt roads in that 
State, the courts must “lamp” it. Consoli- 
dations never have stopped for the courts, 
and they probably nevet will as long as the 
American railway king does not abdicate. 
If the public are not pleased with the king, 
“the public be d——d,” 

The State of New York, which gave the 
king the charter pe which he operates 
his roads and has jamassed his millions, ap- 
pointed the Hepburn Investigating Commit- 
tee to find out how he executed his trust, but 
the only answer it got was “I forget,“ and 
“I do not know.“ But such a thing was 
never known as the stockholders of a rail- 
road corporation trying to call the king to 
account. Such proceedings are not unknown 
in England, but in America the rats are too 
eunning to try to bell cats fora living. This 
is a free country—for the bosses. Our dis- 
patch on this subject concluded with the 
statement that it was not at all likely that Mr. 
Vanderbilt would accede to the request. We 
should think not. It would be contrary to 
all precedent, and subversive of our most 


deeply cherished wrongs. 


We have already commented at some 
length upon the inadvisability of the pro- 
posal to call a negro convention for the or- 
ganization of a negro party, and urged upon 
the leaders to leave the settlement of their 
grievances to the white people, North and 
Seuth.

When we see nations like Italy and Aus- 
tria, which the Briton no doubt considers 
second-rate, engaging eagerly in promoting 
a means of International communication like 
the St. Gotnard tunnel it is difficult to sup- 
press a feeling of something like contempt 
for a people who are not willing to let the 
neighbors who now come over the water take 
the risk of coming by a subterrane-sub- 
marine way, the odds of which would seem 
to the looker-on to be all against the outsider. 

Sir John Watkin, the English manager of 
the enterprise, has been again before the 
Joint Committee of the Commons and Lords, 
appointed to inquire into this matter. 
In order to quiet their nerves he has pro- 
posed that the tunnel company should con- 
struct at a cost of $1,250,000 a fort to defend 
the English entrance, this to be made of the 
concrete and material exeavated from the 
tunnel. Near this fort. and forming a part 
of the tunnel itself, was to be the custom- 
house. Ateach end of this establishment 
there would be a strong steel grating in 
sliding grooves, weighing about 100 tons, 
and worked by hydraulic levers. The 
machinery would be interlocking, so 
when a train entered one gate the other 
would close; and when the second was 
opened the first would shut itself. The 
machinery would be worked by persons out- 
side of the gates, who would be on the watch 
to see that everything was right before the 
xratings were rolled aside. Then, in addition, 
a system of sluleeways would be provided 
by which the entire tunnel might be filled 
with water in twenty minutes.

A FRENCH VIEW OF ENGLAND. 

Panis, May 12.—La France says that Engiand’s 
jeaiousy of France is caused by her fears that in 
case of war the Chinese tea ports will be closed 
and the Chinese compelled to use their own 
opium, and then the journal goes on to show 
what Bngiand gains from her colonies and de- 
pendencies.

THE FISHERIES. 
ABRIVAL OF THE SAILORS. 

Lonpon, May 14.—An interesting feature in 
connection with the Fisheries exhibition today 
was the arrival of 400 fishermen from various 
ports of the United Kingdom and the Channel 
Islands.

JAMES YOUNG. 
DEATH OF THE MAN WHO FIRST STRUCE 
“ ILE. 


Loxpor, May 1 — James Young, the cele- 
brated chemist, is dead, 

[He was born in Drygate, Glasgow, July, 1811, 
and received an elementary education. after- 
wards working with his father as a joiner. At 
the age of 16 he was attracted by the lectures of 
Thomas Grabam, then a lecturer on chemistry 
at the Andersonian Lostitution, now Anderson's 
College. By degrees he became well acquainted 
with Graham, and in Ide became his assistant, 
in which position he remained seven years, part 
of the time being in London, when Graham be- 
came Professor at University College. After 
this time, Pur years and a half as manager at 
Messrs. Muspratt’s chemical works at Newton, 
and somewhat longer at Messrs. Tennant's 
works at Manchester, gave him abundant prac- 
tical experience. About 1847 Dr. Playfair told 
bim of a petroleum spring in 3 coal- 
mine belonging to Mr. Oakes, in Derby 
shire. Mr. Young submitted the oil to long and 
careful examination, and found modes of ren- 
dering it useful to society.

MAHMOUD PASHA. 
DEATH OF THE LATE TURKISH MINISTER OF 
THE INTERIOR. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, May 14.—Mahmoud Nedim 

Pasha, lately Minister of the Iuterior, is dead. 
[Mahmoud Nedim Pasha first came into public 
novice in Turkey as Keeper of the Seals during 
the Viziership of Rechild Pasha, whose ap- 
pointee be was. Having relatives who were 
rich and tafiuential he soon secured a more re- 
sponsible and remunerative position and was 
subsequentiy made Foreign Minister, then 
Grand Chancellor. and later Gov- 
ernor-General of Syria and Smyrna. 
He was made Governor-General of Tripoli in 
1858, and was then elevated to the position of 
Minister of Justice. Under Grand-Vizier Ali 
Pasha he became sub-Secretary of State, and 
upon the death of that Minister in 1871 he 
vaulted to the Premiership. Hissway was reck- 
less in the extreme. He defied justice, misap- 
propriated the public moneys, and carried on au 
intrigue with the Sultana Valida, whose reputa- 
tion was hot the most sa vory. He 
was deposed, but „ ter months later 
was recalled to devise measures to 
raise money with which to suppress the rebell- 
don on the Balkan Peninsula. He raised the 


mouey by impudegtiy reducing the interest on 
the Turkish loans. This brought upon him gen- 
eral odium. He was again removed, and from 
1876 until October, 1880, was in conduement. 
At that time be was released and again placed 
in position by the Sultan. A bowl of indigna-

THE APACHES. 


Extermination the Only Way to Keep 
Them Quiet. 

H®RMOSILLO, Mex., May 14.—[Special.]—Gen. 
B. Topete, commander of the troops in Sonora, 
was called upon today by THE TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent and interviewed. He says that Gen. 
Crook thus far has violated no treaty 
in crossing the Mexican border, and thinks 
no fault whatever will be found by 
the Mexican Government. He says 
that the treaty to be effectual 


must be construed liberally; that the troops. 


must not be hampered by technicalities. He 
thinks that Gen. Crook will meet the Apachés 
recently driven from their stronghold in the Si- 
erra Madrés.

He 
says that it is the popular belief of Sonora peo- 
ple that the Indian agent encourages the In- 
dians to leave the reservation to depredate and 
steal in Sonora and carry back the 
pl@der to the reservatioh and seli it 
for arms and ammunition. He says 
emphatically that the removal or extermina- 
tion of the Apachés is the only solution of the 
uestion. He expresses great contidence in 
n. Crook his ability to bring the rene- 
des to Friet if be can find them, and bopes 
the United States Government will appreciate 
tne hardships he must en oter before finding 
or forcing au en ment. He says the Apaché 
warriors are about strong.

Neither Mrs. Josephine M. Ayer. the widew of

ing. Frederiek F. Ayer, the bro 
the young lady, dowever. told the story of Bet- 
tini’s relations to bis family. and of the events 
which culminated in the attempted suicide, end 
tne bistory would seem to show the young 
Italian very likely went to Mrs, Axer's bouse 
with the intention of killing both Miss Ayer and 
bimse!f. unless be wrung from the lady a piedge 
that she would marry dim. 

“'Phis young fellow.“ said Mr. Ayer, “ was in- 
troduced to my sister at Fortress Monroe some 
time last month, and be fell as desperately in 
love with ber as it is possibie for au adventurer, 
such as 1 believe bim to be, to fall in ſove 
with anybody. He is a very fine-lookiug 
fellow, and | have no doubt that bis story that 
be comes of a good family is true. The report 
that he has plenty of money is not true. I have 
made a full investigation of that part of the 
story, and | am contident that bis bank account 
had run out.” 

EVIDENTLY INSANE. 

Mr. Ayer says Bettini was ineane evidently 
on the subject of shooting bimself. He fol- 
lowed Miss Ayer from Fortress Monfoe to New 
York, and called on ber three or four times here. 
As be was a gentiemad she treated him as éuch, 
but never enopuraged bim in idea that she 
bad any thought of marrying bim. Miss Ayer 
bad neither rejected uor accepted him, and be 
never proposed to her, brother 6ays, until 
last nigbt. He took every Occasion, however, 
to give her the idea, as he did other people, 
that he was capable of kill himeeif and on 
one of bis visits he left with her tbree photo- 
Eraphs, which show very plainly the despondent 
nature of his mind. One of three repre- 
sents him standing with a pistol pressed. to bis 
right temple; in the secohad the pistol is 
pointed at bis heart; and in the tuird de is 
seated with bis head resting on a table, and his 
hand, in which is a pistol, hanging over the arm 
ofacbair. Sunday afternoun, according to Mr. 
Ayer’s story, Bettini roamed around the Wind- 
sor, telling a number of people that he 
was going up to the Ayers’ 
in the evening and bring dis affair with Miss 
Ayer to a crisis, and that if he failed in his mis- 
sion he would kill himself. 

A LUCKY ESCAPE. ; 

His threats of suicide had become $0 common 
that very few paid any attention to his talk, ex- 
cept Francis E. Trowbridge, who is a friend of 
the Ayer tumily, and who oceupied a table with 
Bettini at the hotel. Atdinner Mr. Trowbridge 
usked Bettini where he intended to pass 
the evening, and be answered that he was guing 
to visit Miss Ayer. Mr. Trowbridge, fearing 
trouble, determined to call on the Ayer family 
also. He followed Bettini, and entered 
the house immediately after him. Bet- 
tint reached the euse at about 
8:30, and, was received by Miss ‘Ayer in 
the parlor. His breath showed that de had 
been drinking, and the lady was afraid of him, 
but she concluded that the best thing to do was 
to treat him kindly, hoping that he would leave 
the house without making trouble. Mr. Trow- 
bridge sat in the back ‘library, which com- 
muuicates with the parlor, and Miss Aver went 
to him and aske@him to remain until Bettini 
went away, which he promised to do. Bettini 
sat throughout the interview which followed

The door was scarcely closed when 
two pistol shots were heard, and Mr. Trowbridge, 
exclaiming He's doue itt at last!’ rushed to 
the door and opened it, Bettini was seen coming 
up the stoop with his bands over bis head ina 
theatrical position, and his pistol had been 
returned to his pocket. He entered the door 
and dropped on the hall floor, where he lay un- 
til he was removed to the hospital. The letters 
addressed to Miss Ayer proved to be filled with 
professions of ardent love and devotion, and in 
each of them Bettini implored the object of his 
love to marry him. 

“My own opinion of the whole affair.“ said 
Mr. Ayer, is that Bettioi is insaue on the sub- 
ject of shooting, or, what is perhaps as reason-. 
able, that his bank account baving given out 
and uuding that he could not secure from my 
sister the promise he demanded, he thought that

CINCINNATI, O., May 14.—[Special.]—The train 
bringing the remains of Hannab Simpson Grant 
arrived at the Little Miami passenger-station 
in this city at 8 o'clock this morning. In a spe- 
cial Pullman car were Gen. Grant, Dr. Casey. Mrs. 
Cramer, and a son of Mrs. Cramer 15 years of 
age. The party had risen in good time, and as 
they passed through Clermont County, where 
Jesse R. Grant reared his family., they sat at the 
car-windows looking out. “Bethel, our old 
home,“ said the General, turning to Mrs. Cra- 
mer, “lies down there toward the river.“ The 
General's eyes grew dim, and he rode on in si- 
lence. He must have thought of his boyhood 
days passed in that vicinity, and of the absor 
12 gee that have intervened. é 
— arriving in this city the party were met 
obert Simpson and George B. Johnson, 
cousins of Gen. Grant, and their wives. Mrs. 
Cramer went with Mrs. Johnson to her home, 
No. 80 Clark street, to breakfast, and Gen. Grant 
and Dr. Casey went to the Gibson House. The 
remains of the General's mother were taken to 
av undertaker's. where a wreath of tea roses 
and pansies, to which Mrs. U. S. Grant's cara 
was attached, was placed upon the coffin, and 
at the foot a floral cross was placed. 
At 10 o'clock the remains were taken to the 
residence of Mr. Johnson, where they were 
viewed by the relatives. Judge Asbburn, Mrs. 
Anderson, Mr. and Mrs. Tweed, and Mrs. Philip 
B. Swing, distant relatives and old neighbors of 
the family in Clermont County, had joined the 
party from Jersey City at Mr. Johnson's. The 
procession consisted of six carriages. At the 
grave the Rev. Dr. Joyce, of St. Pauls Methodist 
Church, read the Methodist burial service. There 
were no pall- bearers. and the casket was carried 
from the bearse to the grave by Undertaker 
Wiltsee and a number of reporters.

The attendance of bricklayers at their head- 
quarters was not as large as on Friday and Sat- 
urday. Towards 5 p. m., however, the menu be- 
gan to come in little crowds of four and five, 
and by balf-past 5 the hall was well filled with 
members. It was announced that there was to 
be an informal meeting, the object being to get 
an expression from the members of the union 
as to what they thought of the suggesuon of the 
olficers of the Trade and Labor Assembly to 
allow a committee of that body to arbitrate 
with bosses for a termination of the 
strike. Messrs. Powers, of the Seamen's Union 
Lowan, of the 9 —— Union, and Rogers, 
President of the Assembly, who comprise the 
committee appointed by the Trade and Labor 
Assembiy to undertake the office of peace- 
makers, were present, and anoounced them- 
selves as being at the service at the bricklayers. 
After a few brief remarks from each of these 
gentlemen, the Chairman asked what was the 
pleasure of the meeting. A motion was made 
that the cummittee be recognized and empow- 
ered by the Bricklayers’ Union to act for its in- 
terests with the bosses. The motion was car- 


ried. 

Mr. Prussing, of the Master Masons’ Associa- 
tion, was asked before this meeti what he 
thought of the proposition of the Trade and La- 
bor mbly.

The Coal Trade—Both Operators and 
Miners Ready to Submit to Arblitra- 
tion. 

PritrspunG, Pa., May 14.—[Special.]—There is 
a good prospect that the trouble between the 
coul operators and the miners will soon be set- 
tl and the strike declared off. The miners a 
tew days ago took the initiative in petitioning 
the court for a trade tribunal under the new 
Wallace law. The operators met this afternoon 
to consider and act upon the proposition. They 
were almost evenly divided on the question. 
Those working pits on the line of the Pan-Handie 
Road, which are in operation, bitterly op- 


posed the proposition. They urged that 
they bad already won the battle. Thir- 
teen out of the twenty-two pits 


in the district were in operation. The idie ones 
were in the minority and no sign of yielding 
Should be made. Tue other operators were, 
however. desirous of securing some of this 
year’s lake trade, and were just as determined 
to submit to arbitration. Finally, a resolution 
that the railroad coal operators here represent- 
ed join with the miners in the petition to the 
court for the purpose of forming a tribunal 
under the Voluntary Trade Tribunal uct 
of 1883 was carried by a small mejority. 
A meeting ot the arbitrators on both 
sides will probably be heid tomorrow. A 


fermal meeting will be held Wednesday, at 
whieh an umpire is to be selected accurding to 
the act gwoverniny sucb causes. 

A member of the exchange who was at the 
meeting said: * The next trouble will be on the 
appointment of an umpire.” Both sides must 
avree to that person, and the choice of the 
miners, as expressed, has not been thought ac- 
ceptable by the operators. Same ot the operat- 
ors objected to the tribunal on the ground that 


it would be ineffective, as the miners 
would in all probability refuse to 
abide by the result if it is in 


opposition to the purpose of the present strike.

It is reasonably 
certain that the tribunal will reach a conclusion 
which will be acquiesced in by both sides, and 
that the strike will be over in a week or ten 
days from this time.

CINCINNATI, O., May 14.--[Special.]—The Boot 
and Shoe Manufacturers’ Association this after- 
noon decided to lock out all union men in their 
employ. Au agreement existed between the 
‘union men and the manufacturers that no 
strike or loekout should occur until efforts at an 
arbitration of differences had failed. Last weck 
the union men employed by W. Gd. Rogers re- 
fused to work because some non-union men bad 
been given employment in that shop. There 
bad been no complaint made to the Board of 
Arbitration, and the manufacturers claimed 
that under the agreement the union men had 
no right to leave their work until such 
notice bad been given to the board ana 
all efforts to arbitrate the difficuity had failed. 
They accordingly gave notice to the union that 
unless the men employed in Rogers’ shop re- 
turned to their work within twenty-four buurs 
a general lock out aguinat all union men weuld 
be deciared. The twenty-four hours were up at 
nvon today, the notice having been given at 
noon on Saturday. Mr. Rowers reported to the 
manufacturers at their meeting this afternoon 
that the union men employed by bim still re- 
fused to return to their work until he discharged 
those who did not belong to the union. A gen-

A Father Brutally Murdered by His 
Sen—Lucky Meirs—Stolen Bodies BRe- 
covered—Obituary. 

CHATSWORTH, Ont., May 14.—{Special.]— 
Saturday evening last a murder of an unusually 
brutal character was committed near the VII- 
lage of Williamsford in the Township of Hol- 
land. It appears that about 4 o'clock a 
farmer named ‘George Lambert, 50 years 
of age, came into his house for 
supper, and whilst in the act 
of washing bis hands was shot through the back 
by his son Josepb, aged of eccentric habits, 
but not beretofore looked on as dangerous. 
The shot was flred through a stove-pipe bole 
from up-stairs. The old man staggered back- 
warde and fell on the ftloor. The murderer 
loaded his gun for a second shot, when bis 
mother ran up-stairs and implored him to de- 
sist, but, on threatening to shoot ber next, 
she rushed down-stairs, and while doing 80 a 
second shot was fired, taking effect in the dying 
man's head, killing dim outright. The 
murderer then loaded bis gun a tbird time, 
came down-stairs,and dragred his victim about 
forty yards to the foot of the garden, when he 
bewan to prepare a grave. He then got some 
lumber which be commenced to measuré and 
saw up for a coffin. By this time fifteen or 
twenty neighbors, alarmed by the motber, had 
congregated, but were unabie to do anything, as 
the murdered threatened to shoot the first man 
who approached bim. He was finally overpow- 
ered and iodged in jail to await trial for wiliful 
mürder. A desire to obtain possession of his 
father’s farm is assigned as the cause of the 
murder. * 

OTTAWA, Ont., May 16— [Special. I— The par- 
ticulars ot the discovery of the claimants to the 
Anderson fortune are of an interesting and 
romantic character than those found in many a 
novelist's cleverly-woven plot.

It is generally consid- 
ered that unless the diff tial-rate agreemeat 
is extended to all leading junction points be- 
tween Chicago and St. Louis and the seaboard 
points it will not be ble to make the ar- 
ravgement effective. It is still more necessary 
in order to bring about uni and narmou be- 
tweeu the varioug competing lines that the 
system should be extended as far west as Kan- 
sas City. Astrong effort was made to induce 
the lines running west from Chic and St. 
Louis to enter into the agreement. r rep- 
resentatives were invited to attend the New 
York meeting, but only a few of them accepted, 
and consequentiy nothing could be done. 
Some of the leading Western lines 
decline to join in any arrangement of 
the kind, and consequently there is no prospect 
that anything can be accomplished in this direc- 
tion bereafter. The failure to extend the sys- 
tem west from Chicago and St. Louis is a bad 
blowto the arrangement in force east from 
Chic and St. Louis, and prevents a proper 
distribution of business under the agreement, 
as the Western lines charge uniform rates on 
through business regardiess of differential rates 
in force east from Chicago and St. Louls.

INTRODUCTION OF A CORNET IN THE So- 
OND PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 

Sunday evening the congregation of the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church assembled, as usual, 
for divine services at the temple, corner of 
Michigan avenue and Twentieth street, aad 
when @he pastor arose and announced the first 
bymn and the choir and congregation responded 
by lifting their voices, many were surprised to 
hear the sonorous notes of a cornet guiding the 
air.

Said Mr. John Crerar, who is one of the Trust- 
ees, and who assists.in looking after the worldly 
interests of the churen: lis not a permanent 
thing. Some time ago gentieman wbo leads 
the singing at our missi school brought the 
scholars to the chureb and guided their singing 
witn acornet. Lastevening he came biweeif 
and brought his cornet. but 1 do not think it 
will be a regular thing, because it is an absurd 
idea to guide the singing of a quartet choir with 
8 2 In congregational singing it may be 

right.” — 

The reporter called on Mr. Robert W. Ralston, 
one of the Eiders, who resides at the Woodruff 
House, but it was found that he had left tne city 
earlier in the day. It was understood, however, 
from one of his friends that be distinctiy ap- 
proved of the idea of having a coPnetist assist 
in the praise services. 

Elder T. B. Carter regarded the introduction 
of the instrument into the regular religious 
services as an abomination; but ne did not care 
to array bimeelf against it without first ascer- 
taini by whom the innovation was made.

He 
hud always been a great admirer of the culti- 
vated@umaa voice, and as the church had a 
good choir be was very weil satistied with it, 
and would be content to get along without the 
hora. He did not know who had introduced the 
new feature, but supposed it was done by the 
Musical Committee of the church. 

Elder E. Brust said be had noticed that the 
horn had nearly drowned out the voices of the 
choir, a feature of the church service which he 
admired very much, and on that account he ob- 
jected toit. He was not prepared to offer any 
opinion on the subject from a religious point of 
view. The instrument was all very well in the 
Sunday-school, where 200 or 300 strong voices 
were to be ied, but its nutes were too strong for 
the choir, which he regarded as a very excellent 
one, which sheuld not be interfered with. 

Mr. Norman Willtiems, a Trustee of the 
eburch, had no opinion on the subject that he 
desired published, but said, in reply toa ques- 
tion, that the children of the Sunday-schooil bad 
been led in singing by it for about tive years, 
end he thought they would not consent to do 
without it.

— Whit Monday there were no mar- 
ket reports from England, which fact probably 
restricted the volume of business. There were 
really few outside orders, uniess in the corn 
crowd, though there were some in oats, and the 
jooal people bad it all their own way on wheat 
and provisions, while they were not disposed to 
trade on rye or bariey. The wet weather tended 
to stiffen breadstuffs. In the afvernoon the feel- 
ing was easy, but not weak. 

The news of a snow-storm in the Black Hills 
region yesterday helped to strengthen corn, and 
did not seem to make much ditterence to wheat, 
unless perhaps it prevented a break. 

Provisions were tame and rather weak. There 
wae a shade of strength early, but it soon van- 
ished, and the latest prices on Change were the 
lowest of the season. Pork closed 74@l0c lower 
at $20.00 for June, and $20.20 for July. Lard 
closed ne lower, at $11,900 for June 
and $12.02% for July. Short ribs closed 
50 below the latest prices of Saturday, at $10.70 
for June and $10.82% for July. The receipts 
of hogs were larger, and there were no outside 
orders to buy stuff, while the leading hboiders 
were suspected of attempting to unioad through 
an outside party. if the suspicion were correct 
the intention was foiled, as the crowd took hold 
very slowly, even on the sliding scale of prices. 
At times there was scarcely enough doing to es- 
tablish a market. The demand for cash stuff 
was understood to be fair, but little of it was re- 
ported on Change, and what demand there was 
came from the South, the Europead trade being 
decidediy dull. Lard and meats were a shade 
easier on the afternoon call. 

Piour was quiet and tirm. The trading was 
chiefly local, exporters being out of the market, 
having no orders that they could fill. The 
cuarse milistuffs were firm, with rather light of- 
ferings. 

Wheat is rather slow and irregularly easier. 
The market was a shade firmer early in the day, 
but soon “slumped off,” and closed on ‘Change 
% below the latest prices of Saturday, at $1.13% 
tor June, and $1.16 for July, with August at a 
premium of %c above the latter month. The 
market was really heavy, though appear- 
ing to be “well held.” The idea 
prevailed rather widely that the 
clique was waiting for a good chance to sell out, 
and the resulting lassitude was made all the 
worse by the exvitement in corn, which drew 
otf a good many traders from the wheat pit. The 
crop reports were contradictory, as usual, es- 
peciaily those trom the Pacific Slope. The long 
futures were, howev@, well sustained, Septem- 
ber commanding a premium of ,“ over August, 
while the year was only about e below May. 
Car- lots were quiet, with littie change in prices. 
There was little change on the afternoon call, 
but the ou rbstone feeling afterwards was rather 
weak. 

Corn was in better demand, and much stronger. 
It sold up le. and then eased off, closing on 
‘Change \c above the latest prices of Saturday, 
at S7c for June and 590 for July, with August at 
60c. Our receipts were larger, but that is usual 
on Monday, and the country sent in a good 
many buying orders, from which it was inferred 
that the new pianting is showing up badiy for 
the next crop. Perhaps it was this which caused 
some New York men to change front from the 
bear to the bull side. They seut in some rather 
large buying orders, and a local shipper was also 
buying futures. But the longs were willing 
sellers, and tL» market eased under their offer- 
ings. There was a good deal of changing 
over from June iuto July. and 4a 
first-class shipping demand, 
lower grades were only 
houses supposed to receive Kansas corn. 
is reason to believe that some round lots 
changed bands privately, as the freight engage- 
ments by lake and ruil aegregated fully 500,000 
bu. New mixed was salable at 550 in the Bur- 
lington, and nominaily not more than 52%c in 
some houses; The range on rejected was even 
wider, being from 500 at the top down to a mere 
guess of all the way from ne to Ce. On the 
afternoon cali the market was lc lower, and 
the later feeling was tame at about 380 for 
July. 

Oats opened slightly lower than the close of 
Saturday, soon after advancing 4 ., the lat- 
ter on July, in whioh the bulk of the trading was 
done, and closing weak at about the opening 
figures, the latter decline being the result of an 
anxiety to sell July toward the close. No. 2 spot 
sold early at IIe, the figures paid Saturday. 
Seller the year sold at none, closing at 
uc. Samples were fairly active and steady. 

Rye was quiet, with licht sales of No. 2 spot at 
No, being 4c below the close of Saturday, with 
seilers at that price late ou the regular board. 
Nothing was done in July, that delivery being 
salable at 680. Futures were easier on the after- 
noon call, July selling at 670. 

Barley was nominal so far as store-lots were 
concerned, and prices under the influence of 
liberal receipts were quotably weaker. Such 
was the fact in the sample market, where all but 
the better grades sold a trifle off from Saturday. 

Dry-goods remain quiet and nominally steady. 
Only a light business is d oing in boots and shoes, 
clothing, and millinery goods, Groceries also 
were reported quiet, with no important fluctu- 
ation in prices. There was a good demand for 
dried fruits, and a generally firmer set of prices. 
Fish were quoted steady. Prices of dairy proa- 
uets ranged as before. Oils, paints, and colors 
were steady. Coal and pig-iron remain dull and 
weak. 


Eggs were firm at 1886 lie per doz. A fairly 
active trade was noted ia green fruits, which 
were going out at about Saturday's prices, 
Rides, grease, and tallow are moving slowly, 
with prices nominal to a great extent. Au active 
trade exists in metals and tinoers’ ware, orders 
from the country being especially plenty, and 
prices holding steady. Potatoes steady with a 
fair supply. Seeds were quiet with light offer- 
ings, timothy being quotable at $1.60@1.63 for 
prime, flaxseed at $1.42, and clover-seed at $6.90 
@7.0. Choice Huugarian sold at 00% Hay was 
in demand and 50c@6§1.00 higner for the better 
grades of timothy and upland prairie. 

There was very little news on 'Chdhge yes- 
terday, and even a dearth of rumors. Possibly 
the inventive faculties of the boys were dulied 
by the unusually long rest of Sunday. It was 
bard work to keep them from slipping the leash 
before 10:30 a. m. 

A Liverpool correspondent of a leading firm 
here says of lard in Liverpool that the nominal 
price when his letter was written was 60s 6d. 
He thought perhaps 50 tes might be placed 
within 6d of that figure; but 500 tes could 
scarcely be sold withio 2s of the nominal mar- 
ket. 

They say the chinch-bug is in oats in Southern 
Illinois, and pretty badly at that. The weather 
is so dry in some sections that the wells are giv- 
ing out. The conditions in this vicinity are the 
other way as regards water, however it may be 
with the bugs. 

The light receipts of hogs at this point are 
partly accounted for by the shipments from 
Kansas City. Hogs are being sent thence to the 
seaboard on cut rates,

ranging gu a fund could be as woll trusted as 
of Dr. Jones’ or Col. Thompson's.

A Decision of Great Interest to Legis- 
lators by the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri. 

Jurrenson Crry, Mo., May 14.—[{Special.]— 
Some time since one H. E. Roach brought suit 
against the President and Directors of the St. 
Louis public schools to restrain them from 
using the school revenues in the teaching of 
German and other languages. The arts and 
sciences and certain branches of learning were 
enumerated in the petition. It also sought to 
restrain them from expending the school funds 
u the instruction of children under 6 years of 


age, claiming that such use of the public school 
funds was unauthorized and illegal. In the 
trial court a demurrer to the petition was 
sustained, and the case, after be- 
ing affirmed in the Court of Appeais 
was brought to the Supreme Court. The — 
in it was announced today, and as it effects not 
only the schools of St. ulis, but the whole 
State, itis rewarded as very important. The 
eourt holds that under the Constitution and ex- 
isting laws there is no restricuon as to what may 
or may not be taught in the public schoois—that 
in the case of the defendant board this was left 
to ite discretion, subject oniv to the State Con- 

titudion and legislative control, aud the courts 

ave uo power to interfere. To this ex- 
tent the action of the lower court in 
sustaining the demurrer is affirmed. The sec- 
ond point raised in the petidon—viz.: that the 
expenditures of the public school funds in the 
instruction of children under 6 yeurs of age is 
upautborized and illegal—is sustained. the court 
holding that the Constitution expressiy declared 
that such funds shail be used for the gratuitous 
instruction of all persons between tbe ages ot 6 
and 20 years, and for no other purposes whatso- 
ever. To this extent the Court ot Appeals and 
Circuit Court are overruled and the cause re- 
manded. This virtually eetties the question of 
sustaining kindergarten schools at public ex- 
pense in St. Louis.

LUMBER. 

There was a large number of lumber cargoes 
on the market, although they did not meet with 
very ready sale. Tue inquiry for vessel-room 
was quite active, and the agents report more 
charters being made than on any previous day 
this season. This is certainly an agreeabdic 
change for carriers, who have beecowe some- 
what discouraged over the dull state of the 
lumber trade. Reports from the mill towns on 
the east shore give some encouraging hopes for 
better times, although the dealers and manu- 
facturers are still at outs regardmg prices. 
Both classes appear to be determined not to 
give in, but it is only a quescdon of time when 
a change must be etfected, and that time cannot 
be very far off. Oneof we largest dealers in 
the city stated yesterday that be thovgbt some 
agreement woulé be made within a 
days, as the manufacturers could not very 
well afford to carry their stock even though they 
bad the room, and that dealers bere would be 
compelled to buy in order to stock up. Another 
dealer, equally prominent, said that to his ber- 
tain knowledge there was scarcely a yard iu the 
city that could fill an assorted er. The 
manufacturers do not appear at all auxious to 
make any concessions, as one of them, Who is a 
large will-owner at-Muskegon, said: Rather 
than submit to the dietattou of the dealers in a 
continual changing of prices we will bold our 
stock over to september. The manufacturers 
cannot afford to accommodate the dealers in 
their efforts to stock their yards with iumber at 
reduced prices early in the season, so that they 
can boideat for advances. We can hold the ium- 
ber just as well as they can, and we shail shut 
our mills down rather than yield.” It looks as 
if both sides were playing a game of bDiuff, but 
this game is rather an unpromtable one for ves- 
sei-owners, who are forced to go around begging 
fora cargo, and find it next to impossibie to 
make both ends meet at the present rates, 
which are as follows:

Steamer Signals to Be Used by Pilots. 

The attention of steambogt rilots is called to 
the following rule, adopted by the Board of Su- 
pervising lospectors concerning the signals to 
be used by vessels passing each other: 

Wien steamers are approaching each other 
from opposit directions the signal for passing 
shall be—one blast of the steam whistie to pass 
to the right and two blasts to to the 
The pilot on the ascending shall be the first to 
indicate the side on which he desires to pass; 
but if the pilot on the descending steamer suall 
deem it dangerous to take the side indicated by 
tne pilot ou the ascending steamer he shail at 
ence indicate with his steam whistie the side on 
which he desires to pass, when the pilot on the 
ascending steamer shall govero himself acecord- 
ingly. But in no case shall pilots on steamers 
attempt to pass each other until there has been 
atborough understanding as to the side sach 
steumer shall take. The signals for passing 
must be made, answered, end uiderstood be- 
fore the steamers have arrived at @ distanee of 
900 yards of each other.
